What Are Realities? 


Among the many groups 
Government, industrial, labor, 
consumer and sub-divisions there- 
of—which are groping toward a 
definite statement of what they 
think should be done with NRA, 
there is agreement on only one 
point. It centers in the phrase 
that “we must face realities.” 
From that point on, however, all 
apparently is confusion. There 
is no agreement among the dif- 
ferent groups as to what con- 
stitutes the “realities,” or, if that 
is not the case, a generally bad 
job of facing them is being done. 


The fact is that the fight over 
NRA revision gives promise of 
being more bitter and long-drawn 
out than that which proceeded 
enactment of the original act. 


At the moment, labor’s program 
for Congress’ guidance in extend- 
ing NRA is somewhat more pre- 
cise than that of _ industry. 
Strangely enough, it is endowed 
with this quality, not through 
activity on the part of American 
Federation of Labor leaders, so 
much as the result of the work 
of the Labor Advisory Board of 
NRA. The latter group this week 
laid down a program.

It asks six things of Congress 
in the way of revision to eorrect 
“outstanding failures” 
present recovery act.

First, creation of a_ special 


board to impose labor codes on 
any industry which remains with- 
out a code, with particular em- 
phasis upon Section 7-A.

Third, provision of equal re- 
presentation of labor with man- 
agement on all code authorities 
and on the NRA administrative 
board or any agency which may 
be created to succeed it.

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Used Car Appraisals 


_— the introduction of 1935 car models by the vari- 
ous makers the 1933 models of these lines, from a 
code standpoint, are termed two years old. Under the 
terms of the code dealers are constrained to deduct five 
per cent from the average selling price of 1934 models 
accepted in trade, and the deduction on 1933 models now 
jumps to 10 per cent. In the same way 1932 models taken 
in trade after the announcement of a 1935 car will be 
considered three years old and the deduction climbs from 
10 to 15 per cent. 


In the new official guide books two columns are shown, 
one the average selling price and the other the net maxi- 
mum allowance. In correcting for the percentage deduc- 
tions dealers should be sure that they base their calcula- 
tions on the AVERAGE SELLING price figure, not the net 
maximum allowance figure.

Bankers Recognize Motors 


a * Commonwealth-Commercial bank has just 
announced that it will engage in the financing of new 
and used cars for consumers on a broad scale. Under the 
present plan the bank will advance to the dealer, on notes 
signed by the purchaser, two-thirds the value of a new 
car and 60 per cent of the value of a used car. This is a 
big step for a banking house to take. 


Up to now banks more or less have frowned on the idea 
of loaning money against automobiles and not many years 
back they criticized, roundly, the home owners who placed 
mortgages on their homes in order to buy cars. The 
action of the Commonwealth-Commercial endorses the 
automobile as a stable investment and a product of defi- 
nite value in the bankers’ estimation.

Six Per Cent Rate 


Bank interest rates of six per 
cent are charged on loans towards 
the purchase of a new car plus 
a service fee of two per cent. The 
bank will assist in the payment 
to the extent of two-thirds of the 
new car value and 60 per cent of 
a used car’s value. The interest 
rate is said to be lower than the 
rates in vogue throughout the 
country and after careful study 
of the value of a new car it is 
definitely stated that the amount 
to be considered in making a loan 
is the actual delivered price plus 
such accessories as may be added. 

The term for financing is placed 
at a maximum of one year and 
loans may be repaid in monthly 
or semi-monthly payments to suit 
the convenience of the borrower 
and arranged for at the time the 
loan is secured. The loan may 
be refinanced on a lower monthly 
payment basis any time after the 
first few payments have been 
made and may be extended for 
another year. 


By this plan the dealer making 
the sale receives from the buyer 
a check made out by the bank. 
The dealer is able to close his 
transaction without any delay 
and has nothing further to do 
with the finance of the sale. The 
actual working out of the plan is 
simple. The purchaser after ne- 
gotiating the deal with the auto- 
mobile dealer makes application 
for a loan in the amount of the 
balance due on the car. In case 
it amounts to $300 the bank de- 
ducts the interest or $18 and the 
service charge of two per cent or 
$6 and makes out a check in favor 
of the borrower to be paid to the 
dealer for the amount due on the 
transaction. 


Insures Risks 


The bank demands fire and 
theft insurance protection for 
both the bank and the owner as 
their interests may appear to run 
concurrent with the loan and the 
borrower may elect to choose his 
own insurance agency. He may 
insure the car up to or exceeding 
the amount of the loan. 

On used cars the bank will fi- 
nance up to 60 per cent of the 
used car value with the usual 
service fee of two per cent, but 
charges seven per cent for the 
years term of the loan. Insurance 
must be included the same as for 
a new car. Officials of the bank

In its advertising the 
bank states that loans will be 
based entirely on the ability of 
the borrower to pay his monthly 
or semi-monthly obligation with- 
out unwarranted drain on his in- 
come, and as an additional fea- 
ture each payment when recorded 
is set up as an amount towards a 
savings credit upon which the 
borrower receives the regular 
savings interest. At the end of 
the year when the payments have 
been made the interest is paid 
over to him which will actually 
reduce the percentage of interest 
on his original loan. This unique 
idea was put into operation after 
close study of conventional fi- 
nancing plans. It has been the 
means of attracting a consider- 
able volume of business. 

The plan has been in operation 
several months, the first loans be- 
ing of an experimental nature. 
Operations are now on a broader 
scale because it has been proved 
that automobile loans when 


proper credit investigations are | 


made are sound and that the used 
ears have a steady market value 
based upon current Code prices. 


Price Stable 


One of the officials in charge of 
this new department is the au- 
thority for the statement that 
‘Individuals seeking personal 
loans are usually requested to 
furnish security. Most people 
think of this requirement as 
meaning stocks, bonds or real 
estate. Few realize that automo- 
biles possessing a steady market 
value may be used as collateral. 
We feel that after a long study 
of the situation in which we are 
convinced that automobile financ- 
ing is one of the greatest fields 
in which capital may be employed 
and safely opens a way for us to 
get some of that business which 
banks heretofore have been re- 
luctant to enter. 

“Other finance companies who 
have been engaged in that busi- 
ness find that the loss because of 
the general honesty of the public 
is almost negligible. To date our 
volume has grown by leaps and 
bounds and like the other con- 
cerns in the car financing field 
we too have found that the car 
buyer meets his payments and in 
our case we find with our branch 
neighborhood banks the borrower 
likes to come into a bank to tran- 
sact his business.” 

A check up on the neighborhood 
branch banks shows that five of 
the total of 20 located in thickly 
populated areas are enjoying the 
greatest volume of business, al- 
though each one is developing 
business daily in increasing 
amounts.

Armed with their prospectus, 
the dealer and the manufactur- 
er’s representative approached the 
financial backers who had already 
declined to aid the dealer with 
his previous set-up. The accom- 
panying figures are similar to 
those which were placed before 
the financiers. 

By deducting the gross profits 
and all expenses that are inci- 
dental to the handling of new and 
used car sales the accompanying 
figures would still show a net 
profit to be made out of the serv- 
ice end of the business. So that 
if this proposed neighborhood 
sales and service agency never 
sold a car they would still be 
able to keep their books free from 
red ink. 

The strength of appeal to fi- 
nancial backing of this new type 
of dealership was demonstrated 
in this particular case when the 
bankers accepted the proposition 
and advanced considerable funds 
to acquire the proposed site and 
set up the dealership as outlined 
in the prospectus. 

The station went into operation 
several months ago and today is 
exceeding the volume of business 
anticipated by those who created 
it.

New Lamp Peston 


Has Short Range 


Anderson, Ind., Dec. 21.—A new 
device for testing and adjusting 
automobile lamps at a range of 
only 18 inches has been developed 
by R. N. Falge, research engineer 
for the Guide Lamp Corp. 

After an initial display at the 
recent automotive equipment 
show in Cleveland, it now is being 
offered to the American and Ca- 
nadian market through the 
branches of United Motors Serv- 
ice, whose engineers co-operated 
in the development work. 


With the car standing on four 
special flat steel plates to assure 
proper position and correct level, 
the lamp beams strike twin “aim- 
ing heads” 18 inches distant. 
Each aiming head carries three 
specially-ground meniscus lenses 
which collect the light from a 
given area of the head lamp and 
focus it in various patterns on a 
target card. The latter is pro- 
vided with cross lines indicating 
the desired shape and locations 
of the beam patterns. The aim- 
ing heads may be raised or low- 
ered by means of adjusting screws 
calibrated to change the level of 
the lamp beam in steps of one 
inch at 25 feet. With the head 
adjusted at the required level, the

car headlamps then are aimed to 
bring their beams into proper re- 
lations with the target cross lines 
behind the lenses. Differences in 
battery voltages and candle-power 
rating are compensated for by a 
calibrated variable resistance con- 
trol. All information revealed by 
the testing device is recorded on 
a special analysis chart for the 
convenience of the customer.

Virginia Court 
Decides Dealer 
Violated Code 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 21 (UTPS). 
—More than 600 motor vehicle 
dealers in the state are watching 
the action taken by the Tysinger 
Motor Co., of Hampton, Va., in 
consenting to a permanent in- 
junction granted by Judge Luther 
B. Way, of the U. S. district court 
at Norfolk, restraining the com- 
pany from violating the pro- 
visions of the NRA code, accord- 
ing to a representative of the 
code authority for the retail mo- 
tor vehicle trade. 


The Tysinger case was the first 
in its field to be decided in a Fed- 
eral court in Virginia. Violations 
of the code that have been traced 
and recorded date back as far as 
December, 1933. The case was 
handled by Walter M. Evans of 
Richmond, deputy commissioner. 


The bill of complaint was filed 
against the Tysinger company in 
Norfolk by Assistant District At- 
torney Harry H. Holt jr., charg- 
ing the company with allowing a 
trade-in value higher than the 
official book, selling a used car 
at a higher price than the pre- 
vailing price in order to accept 
it as a trade-in at higher than 
the prescribed value, disconnect- 
ing the speedometer on a new 
car and using a new car with the 
speedometer disconnected, and 
selling cars at less than listed 
prices.

Dealer Denies 
Code Violation 


Charged by NRA 


Richmond, Va., Dec. 21 (UTPS). 
—Pine Motor Co., of Winchester, 
Va., the first alleged violator of an 
' NRA code to be cited in the U. S. 
district court there, contends, in 
its answer to an application for 
an injunction, that the NRA act 
is unconstitutional, because Con- 
gress has no power to delegate 
legislative functions to the exec- 
utive branch of the government. 


The company further denies 
charges that it sold an automo- 
bile at a figure lower than the 
standard list price, failed to have 
the speedometer connected on a 
truck sold, and did not register a 
demonstrator automobile with the 
advisory committee of the motor 
vehicle retailing trade, as alleged 
in the petition of U. S. Attorney 
Joseph H. Chitwood for an in- 
junction to restrain the Winches- 
ter company from further viola- 
tions of the NRA. 

Judge John Paul denied the 
original application for an injunc- 
tion because the defendant was 
not given an opportunity to show 
cause why the writ should not be 
granted. After reviewing the pe- 
tition and the answer, Judge Paul 
is expected to act on the applica- 
tion.

Minneapolis, Minn., Dec. 21.— 
Automotive, petroleum and other 
trades connected with highway 
transportation provide jobs and 
wages for one out of every six 
persons employed in wholesale, 
retail and service trades in Min- 
nesota, according to a survey an- 
nounced here. 

Of a total of 48,472 wholesale, 
retail and service establishments 
operated in 1933 in Minnesota, 10,- 
886, or approximately one-fifth, 
were wholly dependent on motor 
transport. 

Of the total payroll of $114,962,- 
000 for all wholesale, retail and 
service trades, $18,823,000, or 16.4 
per cent, accrued from automo- 
tive, petroleum and allied trades. 


The total volume of sales for 
all wholesale, retail and service 
business in the state amounts to 
$1,526,244,000 of which $183,870,- 
000 represented purchases by mo- 
tor vehicle owners of all classes. 

In proportion to the total vol- 
ume of sales of all trades, those 
catering to highway transporta- 
tion provided more jobs and a 
higher standard of wages and 
accounted for 15.7 per cent of 
employment and 16.4 per cent of 
payrolls as compared with 12 per 
cent of sales.

1933 Federal Tire Tax 
Totaled $25,000,000 


Washington, Dec. 21.— Federal 
excise taxes of two and one-quar- 
ter cents per pound upon tires and 
of four cents per pound upon in- 
ner tubes represented an average 
sales tax of 47.9 cents per tire and 
10.6 cents per tube in 1933, accord- 
ing to a U. S. Department of 
Commerce report. Total taxes 
amounted roundly to $25,000,000. or 
about 10 per cent of the $255,- 
000,000 total production.

Youngstown, O., Dec. 21.—With 
Ohio leading the way the steel 
industry was on the threshold to- 
day of a rise to new production 
peaks this week with pre-Christ- 
mas payrolls expected to be the 
largest in several years. 

In anticipation of the most 
active week of the year, founded
